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TO  LAUNCH  $300,000  BUILDING  CAMPAIGN 
TO  COMPLETE  SYNAGOGUE-CENTRE  PROJECT 


The  Ottawa  Jewish  Community’s 
dream  of  the  past  decade  moves  closer 
to  reality  with  the  announcement  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  that  a $300,000. 
campaign  will  be  conducted  during  the 
months  of  September  and  October  to 
provide  funds  for  the  Synagogue,  Gym- 
nasium and  Talmud  Torah  wings  of 
the  Synagogue-Centre  project. 

Pledges  to  this  campaign  will  be 
payable  over  a five-year  period,  the 
first  instalment  in  1953,  and  the  balan- 
ce in  equal  payments  during  the  calen- 
dar years  1954,  1955,  1956  and  1957. 

A successful  campaign  this  fall,  plus 
the  assets  of  Congregations  Adath  Je- 
shurun  and  Agudath  Achim  will  see  a 
start  in  building  activity  as  early  as  the 
spring  of  1954  with  occupancy  by  the 
fall  of  1955.  Construction  of  the  West 
End  Branch  of  the  Talmud  Torah  will 
commence  within  six  months  of  occu- 
pancy of  the  Synagogue-Gymnasium 
and  Talmud  Torah  wings  on  the  pre- 
sent site. 

“The  current  campaign  for  funds  has 
a strong  appeal  for  every  member  of 
the  community,”  declared  Bernard  M. 
Alexandor,  President  of  the  Synagogue- 
Centre  project. 

“Parents  and  Talmud  Torah  students 
alike,”  he  stated,  “eagerly  await  the 
move  from  cramped  and  inadequate 
classrooms  to  a new  and  modern  in- 
stitution of  learning.” 

“The  sporting  enthusiasts,”  he  con- 
tinued, “feel  a pressing  need  for  the 
well-equipped  gymnasium,  the  health 
club,  the  special  exercise  room  and  the 
other  athletic  facilities.” 

Referring  to  the  merger  of  the 
Adath  Jeshurun  and  Agudath  Achim 
Congregations,  he  painted  a word  pic- 
ture of  an  impressive  and  traditionally 
modern  house  of  worship  worthy  of  the 
historic  background  of  these  leading 
Synagogues. 

lie  also  pointed  out  that  the  relocat- 
ion of  activities  in  the  present  building- 
will  give  youth  and  adult  groups  ex- 
panded facilities  for  every  type  of 
program. 

“Then  and  then  only,”  he  concluded, 
“will  we  have  a complete  religious,  edu- 


cational, social  and  recreational  institut- 
ion serving  the  needs  of  every  Jew  in 
Ottawa.” 

At  time  of  going  to  press,  the  Board 
of  Directors  is  busily  engaged  in 
finalizing  plans  for  the  forthcoming- 
campaign,  details  of  which  will  be 
announced  shortly. 

As  enthusiasm  mounts  in  every 
quarter  of  the  community,  more  and 
more  people  are  talking  about  getting 
the  job  done  quickly  and  well.  It  is 
in  this  spirit  of  community  solidarity 
that  the  Directors  greet  you  and  your 
families  on  the  Eve  of  the  New  Year 
and  look  forward  to  the  support  which 
must  be  forthcoming  in  order  to  make 
5714  a year  of  destiny,  growth  and 
expansion  for  Ottawa  Jewry.

Our  community  desperately  needs  a complete  pooling  of  the  resources  of  Syna- 
gogue Centre  — Talmud  Torah  to  the  end  that  the  totality  rather  than  the 
departmentalization  of  Jewish  life  will  be  inculcated  into  the  thinking  and 
into  the  lives  of  our  youth  from  kindergarten  to  adulthood. 

Each  of  us  will  have  the  blessed  opportunity  in  the  course  of  the  cam- 
paign to  link  himself  and  his  family  with  an  historic  moment  in  the  future  of 
Ottawa  Jewry.  The  generations  of  the  past  join  the  generations  of  the  future 
in  the  prayer  that  we  courageously  accept  5714  as  a year  of  destiny  and  chal- 
lenge. It  is  in  our  power  to  take  this  dream  of  decades  — 

“Synagogue-Centre  — Talmud  Torah  edifices  built  in  a prominent  and

The  Synagogue  is  an  instrument  with  the  help  of  which  we  train  ourselves 
in  humility,  self  control  and  worship. The  spirit  of  secularism  and  materialism 
threatens  to  drown  the  voice  of  prayer  and  the  significance  of  the  religious  ob- 
servance. Its  reign  is  expanding.  If  we  are  to  survive  we  must  do  “Teshuvah” 
that  is,  return  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  sources  of  Judaism. 

Let  us  gird  ourselves  anew  for  the  manifold  responsibilities  of  the  “kehilah 
kedoshah”,  the  holy  congregation  of  Israel,  inside  and  beyond  the  sphere  of 
the  community. 

May  the  Lord  answer  the  wisest  wishes  of  our  hearts  and  grant  each  of 
us  a year  of  health  and  peace,  of  clear  conscience  and  undisturbed  work  for  the 
greatness  of  our  community  as  well  as  for  the  welfare  of  Klal  Yisroel.

Yom  Kippur  begins  at  sundown,  Friday, 
September  18  and  ends  after  sundown 
on  Saturday,  September  19. 

Emphasizing  especially  man’s  abil- 
ity for  self  conquest  and  for  return  to 
the  path  of  salvation,  Rosh  Hashanah 
also  proclaims  G-d’s  Sovereignty  over 
the  Universe  and  the  lives  of  men  and 
nations.  It  is  during  this  “Day  of 
Judgment”  when  the  Lord,  “like  a 
shepherd  causes  the  souls  of  his  flock 
to  pass  before  him,”  that  all  men  are 
urged  to  review  their  deeds  of  the  past 
year  and  to  pray  for  His  forgiveness. 
This  message  a universal  motif.

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SUCCOTH 

In  ancient  times  Hag  Hasuecoth 
(Festival  of  Booths  or  Tabernacles) 
was  purely  an  agricultural  holiday  cele- 
brating the  autumn  fruit  harvest.  For 
this  reason  it  is  also  known  as  Hag 
HeAsif  (Festival  of  the  Ingathering). 
It  gradually  developed  another  signifi- 
cance and  became  bound  up  with  the 
period  in  Jewish  history  when  the  Jews 
were  wandering  shepherds  and  lived  in 
tents  and  booths  (Succoth). 

The  festival  is  one  of  three  when  a 
pilgrimage  was  made  to  Jerusalem,  the 
other  two  being  Passover  and  Shavuoth. 
Succoth  begins  on  the  evening  of  the 
1 5th  day  of  Tishre  corresponding  this 
year  to  Wednesday  evening,  Sept.  23, 
and  is  observed  for  nine  days  of  which 
the  first  two  and  last  two  are  full  holi- 
days and  the  intervening  days  of  which 
are  semi-holidays. 

The  7th  day  (Wednesday,  September 
30th)  is  Hoshana  Rabbah  (the  great 
‘■Hoshana” ) , the  name  being  taken  from 
the  prayer  “Hoshana”  (save  us,  we  be- 
seech thee)  which  is  repeated  often  that 
day. 

The  8th  day  (Thursday,  October 
1st)  is  Shemini  Atzereth(the  8th  day 
of  Solemn  Assembly).  A special  pra- 
yer for  rain  is  made  on  that  day  and  a 
Memorial  Service  for  the  departed  is 
conducted. 

The  9th  day,  (Friday,  October  2nd), 
Simchas  Torah  (rejoice  in  the  Torah) 
marks  the  completion  of  the  one  year 
cycle  of  the  reading  of  the  entire  Torah 
and  the  beginning  of  the  reading  for 
another  year.  Succoth  influenced  the 
pilgrims  in  their  creation  of  Thanks- 
giving. During  both  holidays,  thanks 
are  offered  for  the  bounties  of  the  soil. 

KOL  NIDRE 

Kol  Nidre  — chant  of  ages. 

Chant  of  Israel,  chant  of  sorrow, 
Measuring  off  the  throbbing  heartbeats 
Of  a people  bowed  in  anguish. 

Crushed  by  tyrants,  thwarted,  broken, 
Wand-ring  over,  homeless,  weary, 
Generations  set  your  motif 
Out  of  trials,  hopes  and  yearnings, 
Added  each  its  variations 
To  your  theme  and  to  your  cadence. 
Diverse  lands  and  diverse  periods 
Poured  their  soul  into  your  music. 
When  we  hearken  writh  our  hearts 

tuned, 

Through  time’s  corridor  resounding. 
We  can  see  revealed  before  us 
Heroes,  martyrs,  saints  and  scholars, 
We  can  hear  the  lamentations

SUCCOTH  THEMES 

While  all  nations  of  antiquity  ob- 
served the  harvest  festival,  the  charac- 
teristic contribution  by  the  Jews  to  this 
general  holiday  was  the  emphasis  they 
laid  on  the  dependence  of  the  farmer  on 
G-d  and  the  absence  of  many  obnoxious 
and  immoral  elements  that  featured  its 
observance  among  the  other  nations. 

The  agricultural  purpose  of  the  fes- 
tival is  still  retained  in  the  ceremony  of 
holding  the  four  kinds  of  vegetation, 
the  palm  branch,  the  citron,  the  myrtle 
and  the  willow,  during  the  recitation  of 
the  Hallel,  and  by  the  traditional  prayer 
for  rainfall  which  is  offered  in  the  sy- 
nagogue on  the  eighth  day  of  the  holi- 
day, Shemini  Atzeret. 

* X-  * * 

The  central  custom  of  the  holiday  is 
the  booth  (Succah).  It  is  a temporary 
structure  made  of  at  least  three  wooden 
walls  with  a flimsy  roof  of  branches, 
through  which  the  stars  must  be  seen. 
The  construction  of  the  Succah  is  begun 
immediately  after  Yom  Kippur  and  is 
considered  obligatory  upon  every  house- 
holder. 

X-  X-  X • X ■ 

At  the  time  of  Succoth,  the  rainy  sea- 
son begins  in  Israel,  and  as  a conse- 
quence, on  Shemini  Atzeret,  a prayer 
for  adequate  rainfall  is  offered  in  the 


synagogue.  The  custom  of  praying  for 
rain  because  of  the  peculiar  climatic 
needs  of  Palestine  indicates  the  indis- 
soluble bond  that  exists  between  the 
Jews  in  Israel  and  the  Jews  in  the 
Golah.

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ROSH  HASHANAH  MESSAGE 

BY  RABBI  SAMUEL  M.  BURSTEIN 

The  prophet  Amos  assured  us  that  God  undertakes  nothing-  without  first 
warning-  His  prophets.  In  a democratic  age  we  might  justifiably  expect  the 
forecasts  to  be  proclaimed  more  widely.  A quick  review  of  5713  finds  the 
past  year  accurately  portending  the  future,  writ  large  for  all  to  see. 

The  truce  in  Korea,  resulting  in  political  conditions  no  better  than  those  at 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  suggests  even  to  the  dullest  analyst  that  modern 
warfare  is  futile  and  wasteful.  With  the  development  of  the  nuclear  bombs 
neither  side  can  hope  to  win  — both  would  lose.  The  contestants  would  end 
up  as  did  North  and  South  Korea  — standing  on  their  original  grounds, 
devastated  and  impoverished.  As  Lincoln  pointed  out,  wars  never  solve  any 
problems  that  peace  cannot.  The  supposed  benefit  of  the  Korean  war,  the 
demonstration  that  international  action  can  halt  imperialism,  should  have  been 
learned  from  the  war  in  Palestine,  when  timely  and  cheap  intervention  by  the 
powers  would  have  implemented  the  UN  resolution  and  by  stopping  small 
scale  aggression  by  the  Arab  League  would  have  served  as  a deterrent  to  larger 
foes. 

The  year  5713  has  witnessed  a further  reshuffling  of  international  allian- 
ces, so  that  the  mortal  foe  of  a few  years  back  is  now  our  ally,  receiving  our 
charity  and  assurances  of  defence.  Our  army  of  occupation  has  become  his 
defence.  Our  own  Jewish  homes  now  give  employment  as  maids  and  handy- 
men to  the  immigrant  cousins  and  nephews  of  those  who  but  ten  years  ago 
slaughtered  our  cousins  and  uncles.  It  is  one  thing  to  forgive  and  another  to 
repay  one’s  enemies.  How  can  we  sincerely  condemn  any  future  persecution 
when  we  reward  post  facto  the  perpetrators  of  past  injustices  with  livelihoods 
in  Canada? 

We  have  been  repeatedly  cautioned  about  the  plight  of  Israel;  the  border 
skirmishes  and  political  connivings  are  alarums  of  future  attacks.  Shall  we 
be  provident  enough  to  send  timely  and  adeqate  aid  to  the  only  free  country 
between  Russia  and  South  Africa,  between  Gibraltar  and  India?  Or  shall  we 
complain  months  hence  that  is  will  be  too  late  to  strengthen  Israel? 

We  have  seen,  during  5713,  the  increasing  crowding  of  our  communal 
facilities.  The  “flood  has  not  yet  reached  our  necks”,  but  the  existing  inade- 
quacy in  school  rooms,  in  synagogue  seating,  in  club  work  should  inspire  us  to 
more  serious  and  effective  planning  — before  we  shall  be  completely  swatnped. 

In  our  private  behaviour,  the  Kinsey  survey  has  revealed  the  wide  gulf 
between  our  practices  and  the  way  to  a decent  ordering  of  society.  Shall  we 
be  prudent  enough  to  heed  this  warning,  or  shall  we  criticize  “conditions”  in 
a vain  attempt  to  absolve  ourselves  of  personal  responsibility? 

We  shall  be  challenged  in  5714  to  exploit  the  auguries  of  5713  to  our 
betterment.  Only  the  wise  can  profit  from  even  their  own  past  mistaks;  only  the 
truly  brilliant  can  read  the  future  in  others’  experience;  only  the  conscientious 
and  resolute  can  find  the  courage  to  lead  lives  in  consonance  with  their  con- 
victions. 

Let  us  be  grateful  for  God’s  warnings;  let  us  be  heroic  enough  in  this 
new  year  to  heed  them.

The  preparation  of  food  is  only  per- 
mitted on  Holy  Days  if  required  for  the 
same  day,  except  when  the  Sabbath 
follows  immediately  after  the  holiday. 
In  that  case,  it  is  permissible  to  prepare 
the  food  for  Sabbath  on  the  holiday, 
provided  such  preparation  has  com- 
menced before  and  need  only  be  conti- 
nued on  the  holiday.  This  preparation 
is  called  “ayruv  tavshilin”  (combination 
of  dishs),  i.e.,  of  the  dishes  prepared 
for  Sabbath  on  the  eve  of  the  Festival 
and  of  those  prepared  on  the  Festival 
itself.  It  is  accompanied  by  a blessing 
and  a declaration  of  the  significance  of 
the  ayruv.” 


The  Ayruv  Tavshilin  prayer  will  be 
recited  this  year  on  Wednesday,  Sept- 
ember 9,  Erev  Rosh  Hashanah,  on 
Wednesday,  September  23,  Erev  Suc- 
coth and  on  Hoshana  Rabbah,  Wed- 
nesday, September  23.
